This age of vast physical revolu- 
tion which is bursting upon us 
would find us totally inadequate for 
the decisions and adjustments we 
must face— were it not for the 
hope of some great spiritual awak- 
ening in our lifetime. For the old at- 
titudes and prejudices will not do 
for the nuclear era. 

But how will God speak to our 
day? 

Comparatively few are aware that 
the first stages of a great revelation 
have already unfolded, a revelation 


X-Ray and Forecast 


EVOLUTION: The world is rocking with revolution, not the violent 

eruptions that can only sweep away the past, but the inner revolutions 
that sweep men out upon the future. There are three phases of this revo- 
lution: in economics, in the advent of nuclear power, and in the complete 
transformation of the nature of war. 

THE FIRST PHASE — economics — is now affecting our busi- 
nesses, jobs, professions, farms. The whole capitalistic thesis is based on a 
close balance between “not enough and too much.” Capitalist depressions 
have seldom been caused by “too little,” almost always by “too much.” 
Profits have been best when there has been just enough to go around and 
a vigorous market existed. It is actually a fine line of scarcity that makes 
profits good, consequently large corporations tend to combine for the con- 
trol of products and prices. There are, of course, other factors, but this is

goes no further back than the 9th 
century A. D. to the Masoretic ver- 
sion. The Alexandrian Septuagint 
was not finished until the Sth cen- 
tury A. D.; the Latin Vulgate of 
Jerome was translated in the 4th 
century A. D. Almost all of the 
originals upon which these versions 
are based, except for bits of the Ma-

cause it is now evident that the Es- 
senes represent perhaps the most 
important influence that pervaded 
the new Testament witness. 

WHY HAS SO LITTLE BEEN 
REPORTED on all these important 
discoveries? There are two reasons: 
(1) Soon after the scrolls were first 
discovered in early 1947, the war 
between Israel and Egypt erupted, 
followed by continuous political and 
military tensions which have delay- 
ed further explorations and research. 
(2) The finding of so much original 
material will obviously upset many 
present-day theological beliefs and 
dogmas. Biblical scholars, both 
Roman Catholic and Protestant, 
who are working on the scrolls, 
have been hesitant to release their 
findings widely until they were com- 
plete and conclusive, because of the 
inevitable disturbances that would 
be created in the theological atmos- 
phere! It is estimated that it will 
take ten or more years to complete 
the evaluations. 





Meanwhile, reports of progress in 
the restoration and translation of 
these documents have been publish- 
ed by various learned societies and 
professional groups, such as the 
American Schools of Oriental Re- 
search (The Dead Sea Scrolls of St. 
Mark’s Monastery, 2 vols., 50 and 
*51; also regular reports in their quar- 
terly, the Biblical Archaeologist); the 
Hebrew University in new Jerusa- 
lem (Library of Hidden Scrolls, ’54, 
an English edition of which will ap- 
pear soon); Oxford University 
Press (Discoveries in the Judaean 
Desert, the first volume of a series 
which will follow); the Journal of 
Biblical Literature (the September 
issue is devoted entirely to scroll 
studies.) A French writer and pro- 
fessor of Semitic languages at the 
Sorbonne, A. Dupont-Sommer, has 
written a book, titled L’Orient An- 
cien Ilustre, which will appear in 
English translation during the com- 
ing season. 

But for the general public, little 
had been written and even less made 
widely available until the publica- 
tion in New Yorker magazine, May 
14, of a long article The Scrolls 
from the Dead Sea by Edmund 
Wilson, noted author and critic. (A 
book by Mr. Wilson on this sub- 
ject will be published by Oxford 
University Press in October.) Fol- 
lowing the interest aroused by the 
New Yorker article, The Christian 
Century has published a series of 
four articles (Aug. 3, 10, 17, 24) by 
Frank M. Cross, Jr., one of the 
American members of the interna- 
tional staff which is editing the 
scroll materials. A steady stream of 
reports can be expected from now 
on, some of which will be far too 


academic for the average layman 
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THIS GREAT QUESTION WAS HOPEFULLY ANSWERED at 
the two-week Conference on International Peacetime Uses of Atomic 
Energy held in Geneva under the auspices of the United Nations. Over 
2,000 nuclear scientists gathered there from 72 nations, a meeting that 
would have been impossible except for the leadership of the worldwide 
agencies of the UN. 

The principal achievements of the UN Geneva Atomic Confer- 
ence, which every informed Christian layman should understand, have 
thus far not received nearly enough emphasis in the public press: 

1. THE UNITED STATES DISCOVERED that, although we have 
led in the forced march of atomic energy for military uses, we are fully 
matched by the skills and resources of other nations, especially Britain, 
Russia, India, France and Canada. The Conference president was the dis- 
tinguished Indian scientist, Dr. Homi J. Bhabha, who astounded the 
American delegates by his courage and ability in getting the facts out into 
the open. 

2. THERE ARE NO SECRETS ABOUT ATOMIC POWER — it 
is knowledge open to all. This was one of the leading revelations at Gen- 
eva. The most dramatic day of the Conference came when the Russians 
opened the record of their achievements in building plutonium-fired fur- 
naces and other atomic developments — no doubt compelled to do so by 
the precedent of the U. S. and Britain in making public their own re- 
search data. The Soviet blueprints and records disclosed that they had ar- 
rived at the same conclusions by the same processes as were used by the 
U. S., Britain and others. Dr. Donald J. Hughes of the U. S. Brookhaven 
laboratories commented, “You’d think the work had all been done in the 
same lab.” News of this universality of atomic knowledge should clear 
the air of the neurotic thinking that has characterized the extreme politi- 
cal conservative voices in our press and radio. Such commentators have 
tried to convince the American public that all knowledge of atomic science 
in Russia was stolen from the U. S. while the Democrats were in power! 
Weapons development only could be hastened by espionage; the laws of 
physics, chemistry, electronics cannot be stolen, they must be laboriously 
studied and experimented with. 

3. ATOMIC POWER TO BE CHEAP AND ABUNDANT — this 
was another epochal forecast of Geneva. The rare uranium ores first used 
are now being replaced by comparatively cheap materials. This is just the 
beginning. Various nations reported that experiments were far advanced 
in the use of thorium as a cheap atomic fuel. Thorium is an element near- 
ly ten times more abundant than uranium, and, while it is not fissionable, 
it can be transformed into U233, which is a highly efficient nuclear fuel. 
Also the two-for-one breeder reactor now in actual operation in the U. S., 
Britain and the U. S. S. R. introduces an amazing element in the produc- 
tion of atomic fuel. In this process each ounce of plutonium used in gen- 
erating heat doubles itself at all times, as it is combined with U238, the 
non-fissionable, more abundant uranium. In other words, each ounce of 
plutonium consumed in releasing energy to run factories or to provide 
light and power for cities is replaced by two ounces of new plutonium cre- 
ated in the process of burning. While these breeders are still in the experi- 
mental stage, they have proved themselves practical and can be developed 
quite rapidly as a few remaining minor problems are solved. 

4. TAMING THE POWER OF THE H-BOMB for peacetime en- 
ergy, another accomplishment of immense potentiality, was forecast by the 
scientists at Geneva. The H-bomb, unlike the uranium and plutonium 
bomb, does not derive its power from uranium ore or ore products. The 
resources of uranium and thorium, the elements used for making the fis- 
sion bombs, are expected to last a thousand years or more, but such ma- 
terials are much more difficult and expensive to secure than the elements 
used in the fusion process of the thermonuclear or hydrogen bomb. The 
principal fusion element is deuterium, a variant or isotope of hydrogen. 
Deuterium is found in all water in the ratio of one part in 5,000 of light 
hydrogen, and can be separated in large quantities by electric current. 
When the light hydrogen is compounded into heavy hydrogen, the cost is 
roughly $140 a pound, compared to uranium at $11,000 a pound. Inci- 
dentally the present $140 price per pound of hydrogen is the energy equiv- 
alent of $15,000 worth of coal or petroleum. The cost of hydrogen is ex- 
pected to be reduced by half in a few years. Ocean water offers an inex- 
haustible supply of heavy hydrogen. 

BETWEEN FIVE AND TEN YEARS will be required for these 
processes to be introduced into our industrial life, but once started the 
changeover will be swift, creating the greatest economic and social revolu- 
tion in history. We move towards the day when the problem of survival 
will no longer depend upon man’s physical control over nature, but upon 
the spiritual control of man himself. (For more details on Geneva meeting,

to follow, but many of which will 
be clearly revealing to all. 

A REFORM MOVEMENT ini- 
tiated the Essene brotherhood which 
sprang up about 200 B. C. in rebel. 
lion against the elaborate and le. 
galistic dogmatism of the two other 
principal Jewish religious parties of 
the time, the Pharisees and Sad- 
ducees. The Essenes were generally 
men of singular devotion to a life- 
long spiritual search, representing 
the highest Jewish traditions. In a 
day of brutality, superstition and 
sensuality, they were noted for their 
gentleness, forebearance and nobil- 
ity of character. Yet they had great 
physical courage, were fearless be- 
fore danger, as evidenced in their 
frequent involvements in Palistinian 
insurrections against Rome, facing 
death with what Pliny describes as 
a cheerful distain. They believed in 
angels and evil spirits of many de- 
nominations, but in a period when 
knowledge of mental and physical 
diseases was limited and supersti- 
tion cast a terror over life, the Es- 
senes’ theories of angelology and 
demonology actually reflected, for 
their time, a spiritual and intellec- 
tual maturity. 

Living together in monasteries or 
as groups in villages, the Essenes 
usually practiced celibacy, yet did 
not entirely renounce marriage, 
often admitting wedded couples 
with their offspring into their com- 
munal households. Their religious 
observances included eating togeth- 
er at communal meals and maintain- 
ing rituals of bodily cleanliness. Not 
only was daily bathing and pouring 
water over one another used as a 
symbol of cleansing from sin, but 
water pouring was a symbol of re- 
pentance and dedication which they 
held to be a more superior offering 
to God, in atonement for sin, than 
the traditional blood sacrifices of 
the Jewish temple altar. The Essene 
Manual of Discipline details the 
spiritual significance of water and 
speaks of the spirit of God as an 
“eternal well of water springing up” 
to mankind. 

The Essenes followed a frugal 
vigorous life, their labors in the self- 
contained communities divided be- 
tween agriculture and the crafts; 
they arose early, went to their work 
in the fields and workshops, gather- 
ing at midday and at night for the 
common meals. They gloried in 
their work, returning from the fields 
and work benches as from the 
games. Bathing and putting on white 
raiment, they ate their simple food 
either singing and rejoicing in cele- 
bration, or in profound prayerful 
silence. For, as with modern Quak- 
ers, silence had a special spiritual 
significance for the Essenes. 

They were students of hyperes- 


thesia and many became noted for 
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Revelation 
(continued) 

upernormal perception. Their 
achievements in clairvoyance won 
them much renown and occasional 
advantages, an instance of which is 
described by Josephus. Before Her- 
od the great had become king and 
at a time when his prospects were 
not good, an Essene passed him on 
the street, smacked him on the 
backside and predicted that he 
would one day be king. When 
Herod became king, he rewarded 
the Essenes by relieving them of of- 
ficial oaths, for they did not believe 
in Oath-taking. (This same Essene 
prophesied later that Herod’s rule 
would go badly, which it did.) 

The Dead Sea scrolls contain not 
only much Old Testament literature 
dated many centuries earlier than 
any Other manuscripts extant, but 
provide for the first time a whole 
library of books dealing with the re- 
ligious philosophies and _ religious 
movements in Israel from the two 
centuries before Christ, through the 
earliest Christian era, ending about 
68 A. D., just prior to the writing 
of the New Testament. Thus for the 
first time we will have access to the 
religious thought that evolved out of 
the Old Testament prophesies and 
teachings, and were carried over, 
under influences heretofore un- 
known, into the days of Jesus. 

A WHOLE NEW CHAIN OF 
THOUGHT fills the inquiring mind 
with the realization that John the 
Baptist came out of this very wilder- 
ness where the Essenes had their 
monastery, preaching their doctrines 
of repentance and baptism. What was 
Jesus’ relation to John? They were 
kin, they were at one in thought 
and purpose, and the scene and 
words attending Jesus’ baptism be- 
speak a long and purposeful associ- 
ation. A hundred years before the 
Christian era, many of Jesus teach- 
ings had appeared in Essene litera- 
ture, even in very similar wording, 
including the Sermon on the Mount, 
the Beatitudes and other passages. 
For instance, in one of the scrolls 
(Testament of Joseph 1:5,6), it is 
written, 

“I was sold into slavery, and 
the Lord of all made me free: 
I was taken into captivity, and 

His strong hand succoured me. 

I was beset with hunger, and 
the Lord Himself nourished me. 

I was alone, and God com- 
forted me: 

I was sick, and the Lord visited 
me: 

I was in prison, and my Lord 
showed favor to me; 

In bonds, and He released me.” 

(Essene Testaments) 

Compare this to Matthew 25:35,36: 
“For I was hungry and you 
gave me food, 
I was thirsty and you gave me 
drink,

EW APPROACH TO DISARMAMENT: The disarmament dead- 

lock is being broken by President Eisenhower’s proposal for an ex- 
change of military blueprints with the Soviet and a system of aerial inspec- 
tion. As the feasibility and realistic advantages of the plan to all countries 
become apparent, the initial opposition in U. S. military and congressional 
circles to Eisenhower’s suggestions have been disappearing. 

THE DRIVE BEHIND THE PRESIDENT’S PROPOSAL arises 
out of the new awareness that, while the 10,000 mile-per-hour, long-range 
guided missile is not yet perfected, the U. S., Russia and Britain already 
have guided missiles with hydrogen warheads that can be fired from sub- 
marines secretly surfacing at sea, or from surface ships, to reach cities 300 
to 1,000 miles from any coastline. Russia and the U. S. are also capable 
of setting up temporary launching bases in the gloom of the Arctic and, 
within hours, dispatching high speed drone planes heavily loaded with 
atomic destruction and directed firmly into their target groove by thou- 
sand-mile-an-hour jets. Thus now, even before long-range guided missiles 
of enormous speed are perfected, both the U. S. and Russia are capable of 
launching instantaneous destruction of enormous dimensions. 

CIVIL DEFENSE: By this time it should be evident that the whole 
civil defense program has been knocked askew by the facts of nuclear 
war. Only as civil defense organizations are sensibly enlarged to cover 
all disaster needs — floods, earthquakes, fires, etc. — will they have real 
meaning. As we have reported, the chief military purpose of the civil de- 
fense program has been for propaganda. There is no adequate civil defense 
possible for nuclear warfare. There will be no time to evacuate cities. 
Moreover, radiation poison makes evacuation pointless. 

THIS GROWING PARALYSING STALEMATE prompted Eisen- 
hower to take the initiative, after several long conversations with Russia’s 
chief military figure, Marshal Zhukov. These two top world military lead- 
ers have, thank God, brushed aside all the political stupidity and military 
blindness that surrounds them and have brought hope by their honest ap- 
praisal of this stalemate. It has been acknowledged that there is simply 
no defense for any nation against high speed atomic attack, unless the at- 
tack is stopped before it leaves the ground; to defend by military force 
means to strike first at the earliest sign of a preparation for an assault. That 
would require a military spy system to cover all military activities of both 
the U. S. and the U. S. S. R. But military authorities admit that fully 50 
per cent of all reports sent from spies are not trustworthy; the reports are 


either exaggerated or are hunches relayed as factual by an operator taking

The pre-Christian doctrine of the 
Messiah permeated the Essene lit- 
erature with the threads of prophesy 
woven about the appearance and 
prophesied reappearance of a 
Teacher of Righteousness ‘ who 
would redeem Israel and extend his 
mission to the world. Although 
scholars are still analysing the ref- 
erences to the Messianic theme, with 
some disagreement on interpreta- 
tions, such a Teacher of Righteous- 
ness did appear about 70 B. C. — 
one hundred years before Jesus — 
and was slain by the oppressors and 
tyrants in Israel at that time. (Aris- 
tobulus II). The Essenes prophesied 
the reappearance of this Messiah in 
dramatic proclamations by their 
most gifted poets and writers. They 
speak of the eternal war between 
darkness and light, the morality of 
the “two ways,” a line of thought 
unknown in earlier Hebrew writ- 
ings. Ringing through numerous 
passages are contrasts between the 
way of darkness and the way of 
light, the spirit of darkness and the 
spirit of light. The Essenes called 
themselves the children of light, also 
the sons of light, the sons of God, 
the sons of Heaven. The Messiah, 
the Teacher of Righteousness, is op- 
posed by the sons of darkness. The 
way of light leads to salvation, the 
way of darkness to eternal torment. 
There is to be a final day of judg- 
ment — another theme not found 
in earlier Judaic literature, but fa- 
miliar in the New Testament — 
when the Messiah shall divide the 
earth and save the elect, who are 
called the people of the New Cove- 
nant. In the later scrolls, the Essenes 
call themselves the Sons of the New 
Covenant. There are references to 
the breaking of bread and drinking 
of wine as a symbol of “the sacred 
repast,” the wine representing the 
“Holy Vine of David” and the bread 
“the life and knowledge of God.” 

THE PRECISE RELATION OF 
JESUS to the Essene order will prob- 
ably not be established for several 
years — until much more data has 
been collated. Many similarities and 
associations already indicate an im- 
portant connection. The words of 
Jesus and John the Baptist, the man- 
ner in which each referred to the 
other’s mission, reveal a common 
background of interests and much 
spiritual association. The messages 
of Jesus and the phrases he used 
point to his close familiarity with 
the whole Essene philosophy, their 
way of living, down to the details of 


their eating and drinking. Whatever

his relationship to the brotherhood, 
his thinking and attitudes were pro- 
foundly influenced. The skill with 
which Jesus practiced what is com- 
monly called clairvoyance, revealing 
to men their thoughts, was one of 
the more sensational achievements 
associated with the Essenes, the 
more gifted brothers being known 
as miracle workers and healers. A 
noted book of cures which Talmu- 
dic and Arabic authorities ascribe 
to Soloman was in their hands; with 
these instructions and by the aid of 
certain “roots and stones” and by 
the laying on of hands, they cast 
out demons and healed the sick. 
Irrespective of the final evaluation 
of the Dead Sea scrolls, there will 
be a lifting of those mists that 
shrouded the life of Jesus from boy- 
hood until he went down to be bap- 
tized by John. We will learn some- 
thing of the influences around him 
as he “grew in wisdom and stature, 
and in favor with God and man.” 
This brings us to dangerous 
ground, out of which will arise an- 
gry controversies. Because so little 
has been known of the origin of his 
ideas and teachings, dogmatic the- 
ology has pictured Jesus as a unique 
miracle wrought of God within 
these mists and emerging full grown 
in mind and soul with few contrib- 
uting influences, nurtured by some 
heavenly manna that spontaneously 
endued him with divine wisdom, 
and with the doctrines and teach- 
ings he was to give to the world. 
What will the Christian world do 
with irrefutable evidence that Je- 
sus’ concepts grew out of a remark- 
able spiritual heritage to which 
many had contributed? How will 
the Church accept the indisputable 
fact that the Christian revelation 
did not come as a spectacular burst 
of spiritual nubula, over the empty 
wilderness of Judea? We know now 
that the wilderness of Judea was 
not empty. It was filled with many 
lights, lights held bravely through 
the winds and storms of the cen- 
turies by the people whose devotion 
to one God of justice and mercy, in 
the midst of universal pantheism 
and idolatry, marked them as a spe- 
cial vehicle of divine revelation. 
Will some jab their fingers in their 
ears and run away, screaming “her- 
esy” as the bishops did at the Coun- 
cil of Nicea when Arius plead for 
a proclamation on the Trinity that 
would not shut the door on the ra- 
tional mind? Doctors of divinity 
once refused to accept the evidence 
that the world was round or that 
there were other planetary systems, 
other suns and moons than our own, 
and denounced the inquiring minds 
of that day for destroying “the 
foundations of the sacred faith.” 
But those who close their ears 


and run away now will miss the 
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a chance on a profitable big scoop. Then other reports are deliberately in- 
accurate because of interference by counter espionage. 

IF WE, THEREFORE, DEPEND UPON STRIKING FIRST, 
which has been the principal creed of some high ranking Pentagon figures, 
we would be vulnerable, in periods of military tensions such as we have 
known recently, to a false move, a garbled report or a misinterpretation of 
some nominal routine military maneuver. Without premeditation, the world 
might suddenly be plunged into atomic war. Warnings of this danger have 
been voiced by top military tacticians — Gen. Thomas R. Phillips of the 
U. S. Army, military analyst Hanson Baldwin and others. 

MOST U. S. MILITARY MEN AND POLITICIANS WERE 
STUNNED by the sudden reversal of military attitudes and tactics required 
by the President’s proposal, and have tried to toss it off as a bit of “Eisen- 
hower eccentricity.” They first insisted that we couldn’t tell anything about 
the Russians from photo-observations made five miles high. But the White 
House released information on new methods of aerial photography, dem- 
onstrating that photographs of a golf links taken from nine miles altitude 
produced negatives that clearly sighted the players and also revealed the 
positions of the golf balls! Ant hills could also be distinguished on the bor- 
ders of the fairway. (See Washington Post, Aug. 7.) New methods of ra- 
dar reconnaissance photography permit equally useful negatives day or 
night, regardless of weather. Some politicos in Washington are probably 
wary of the international aerial inspection system because of what it might 
lead to; if the Russians could spot a golf ball in the rough at nine miles, 
think what the Democrats might do with a GOP caucus at two! 


HE KEY TO EISENHOWER’S DIPLOMACY is that on May 10 the 

Russians offered to accept a UN inspection team at all strategic cen- 
ters of mobilization in the Soviet — harbors, railroad junctions, highway 
arteries, river ports. Russia has opposed inspection suggestions that would 
permit the international teams access to all areas. With possibly 10 million 
persons still in slave labor camps in the Soviet, and other conditions that 
would obviously embarrass Russian leaders, Moscow’s reluctance to grant 
free and unlimited inspection can be easily understood. But having ac- 
cepted the idea of inspection of all mobilization centers, Eisenhower’s 
plan is not as extreme and experimental as it might seem at first glance. 
Air inspection would be adequate to spot an unusual mobilization of planes 
or equipment of any kind, in any part of the Soviet, yet it would not inter- 
fere with the internal workings of the Soviet political machinery. 

THE LARGEST PROMISE in the aerial inspection and blueprint 
exchange plan is the lead the U. S. has taken in the promotion of peace, 
after ten years of successful Russian propaganda about America’s “war- 
mongering.” The searchlight of world opinion has been put on the Krem- 
lin’s motives as never before. Perhaps Soviet leaders dare not accept Eisen- 
hower’s proposals, but they also know that, in view of the ideological con- 
flict, they dare not reject them. 


HE AMERICAN PUBLIC must support the President’s peace leader- 
ship and be prepared to meet the political, economic and spiritual re- 
quirements of an atomic age. Much of the press is still so filled with nar- 
row nationalistic views that an enlargement of heart towards the rest of the 
world on the part of many of our people becomes impossible. Many radio 
commentators pander to the most primitive kind of patriotic emotionalism, 
as though we could not love our country unless we suspect and fear most 
of our neighbors and hate the rest. Do not let these voices speak with- 
out rebuke, for the world is still endangered by hate and violence disguised 
as patriotism and self-righteousness. Meanwhile, encourage fair and un- 
biased reporting in press and radio. Write to editors, radio managers, etc. 
THE RUSSIAN REVOLUTION MAY BE WORN OUT, but 
the Marxist technique of revolution, a highly efficient formula for pro- 
moting violent revolt and the seizure of power by the impoverished and 
the exploited, remains a highly marketable product. New areas are open- 
ing up to it, ripe for infiltration — Malaya, Indonesia, many parts of the 
Near East, North Africa, in fact all of Africa. 

THE WHITE WEST IS GUILTY OF GROSS STUPIDITY in not 
demanding that the Portugese get out of Goa India immediately and that 
the French evacuate Morocco and Algiers. There is no remote chance that 
these weak powers can hold their old colonies. The slaughter of unarmed 
people in both areas is insanely blind; the well of hatred is rapidly filling 
a reservoir prepared for Communist agitators. The cowardly silence and 
evasiveness in most of the American press over these conditions foretell 
the drumbeating that would follow if the Red agitators and plotters do be- 
gin to work in these desperate areas. “Can we dare let the Reds take over 
in North Africa where all our big air bases are?” So there is still danger 
in the world. 
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Revelation 
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greatest revelation, the greatest story 
since Pentecost. For this new reve. 
lation of the relationship of Jesus to 
his environment offers infinitely 
more than it takes away by the lift. 
ing of the veil of mists. The mists 
shielded priestly magic; the lifted 
cloud reveals God working in great 
and sweeping strokes, more com- 
pelling in terms of His love, more 
revealing in respect to the salvation 
offered frail and willful humanity, 
and infinitely more convincing and 
real. The story of Jesus will no long- 
er be shrouded in the mystery sur- 
rounding sacred ghosts, but will be 
based upon a pryamid of fact, broad 
and strong as history at its base, 
with the figure of Jesus more firmly 
and securely placed at the summit 
of revelation than ever before. 

JESUS, THE PINNACLE: These 
are not just words of exhortation. 
Jesus’ relation to the Essene broth- 
erhood will apparently demonstrate 
that he did not merely absorb and 
transmit the brotherhood’s teach- 
ings, although they represented the 
highest Hebrew spiritual traditions 
up until that time. But, as with 
everything he touched, Jesus ex- 
tended and completed their doc- 
trines, lifting these great spiritual 
and ethical teachings to the heights 
of divine wisdom and revelation. 

The Essenes taught that within 
the brotherhood all should share 
with one another . . . if one brother 
demanded another’s raiment, it 
should be given to him. But Jesus 
extended this principle to the whole 
world. “If any man would go to 
law with thee, to take thy coat, give 
him thy cloak also.” The Essenes 
loved and served their neighbors 
and “all the children of light” with 
devotion and humility, but their 
writings contain many bitter denun- 
ciations of their enemies with threats 
of retaliation and vengeance, and 
they carried small swords to defend 
themselves against brigands and 
fought against Rome. Jesus spoke 
the final words about love when 
he said, “Love thine enemy.” While 
Jesus described a good householder 
as one who would not suffer his 
home to be molested, he also said 
he who bears the sword shall perish 
by the sword. Only the distortion of 
the military extremist can translate 
Jesus’ statement about securing 
one’s home against a marauder as a 
justification for war against a neigh- 
bor across the fields far from home. 

THE RATIONALITY, THE RE- 
ALISM, the divine wisdom of Jesus’ 
teachings, now appearing as a climax 
to a long historic spiritual develop- 
ment, is a challenging revelation for 
a nuclear age. We know that we live 
in an era of revolution, tormenting 
in its uncertainty, and charged with 
unmanageable forces, but here is 
revelation equal to all our need, as 
limitless as the future we face. 
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
